1.  Having  presented  documentary  evidence  to  the  Regis- 
trar that  the  applicant  is  a  Bachelor  or  ])octor  of  Medicine  of 
some  recognized  Univeisity  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions,  or 

2.  Either  liaving  passed  tlie  Previous  or  Preliminary  Examin- 
ation of  this  University,  or  the  Medical  Matriculation  examin- 
ation of  a  University  recognized  by  the  University  of  Manitoba, 
or  having  fulfilled  the  requirements  hereinafter  specified  in  the 
Entrance  Examination,  or  having  presented  certificates  to  the 
Registrar  of  e({uivaleut  or  higher  standing  in  some  recognized 
University  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions,  and  having  complied 
with  the  other  requirements  hereinafter  specified. 


MEDICAL  ENTRANCE. 

All  candidates  for  the  Medical  Entrance  examination  must 
take  the  Ibllowing  fixed  subjects:

In  every  case,  o-\cej>t  in  the  exiiinination  in  IMixsics,  ti.c 
examination  foi"  Medical  i^ntrance  sli;ill  lie  the  same  as  that 
prcscri^lcd  for  the  Preliminary  Examination,  and  the  san)e 
standard  shall  l)e  reipiired  to  entitle  the  candidate  to  pass. 
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This  Entrance  Examination  sliall  be  held  twice  a  year, 
viz. :  on  the  first  Tuesda}^  of  October  and  at  the  time  of  the 
regular  examinations  in  Ma}-.  There  shall  be  no  Supplemental 
Examination  granted  except  at  these  dates.  Only  Matricu- 
lated Students  shall  be  allowed  to  present  themselves  for  any 
examination  higher  than  the  Entrance. 

In  place  of  the  above  Entrance  Examination  the  University 
has  agreed  t;)  accept  the  Matriculation  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Ontario ;  the  Medical  Students'  Registration  Certificate  of  the 
Medical  Council  of  Great  Biitain  and  Ireland;  the  non-pro- 
fessional Second-Class  Teachers'  Certificates  of  Manitoba, 
Ontario  and  the  North- West  Territories;  also  the  Ontai'io 
High  School  Intermediate  and  Junior  Leaving  Examinations ; 
except  that  the  Latin  and  the  compulsory  Natural  Science  of 
the  Entrance  Examination  of  the  L^niversity  must  be  taken 
by  those  who  have  not  taken  these  subjects  in  the  said  High 
School  or  Teachers'  Examination. 

Holders  of  certificates  of  educational  value  from  other 
institutions  than  those  mentioned  will  receive  such  standing 
as  the  Council  of  the  L'niversit}'  niay  see  fit  to  grant. 

A  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  any  University  in  Her  Majesty's 
Dominions  is  admitted  to  the  study  of  medicine  without 
further  examination. 


After  fulfilling  the  requirements  in  reference  to  the 
Entrance  Exaiiiination,  the  candidate  shall  pass  four  examin- 
ations before  taking  the  degree,  viz.  :  First,  Second,  Third  and 
Fourth  Year  exan)inations.  Prior  to  presenting  himself  for 
each  of  these  examinations,  he  shall  produce  sufficiently  certi- 
fied tickets,  fx'om  some  University,  C'ollege  or  School,  recognized 
by  the  University  of  Manitoba,  for  the  courses  of  lectures 
specified  hereinafter.

Prior  to  a  student  presenting  himself  for  this  examination 
he  must  lodo-e  with  the  Registrar  documentary  evidenct?  that 
he  is  of  the  full  age  of  21  years,  and  must  also  produce  tickets 
for  two  full  courses  of  not  less  than  75  lectui-es  each  (unless 
otherwise  stated)  in  the  following  subjects,  viz.:

4.  Clinical  Medicine  (two  courses  of  100  lectures  each).

On  these  tickets  being  accepted,  he  shall  be  required  to 
satisfy  the  Examiners  in  each  of  the  subjects  named. 

He  shall  also  furnish  documentary  evidence  of  attendance 
for  twenty-four  months  at  some  incorporated  General  Hos- 
pital, and  also  of  eight  months'  practice  in  a  Lying-in  Hospital, 
or  of  having  had  equivalent  obstetrical  advantages,  with  a 
certificate   of  attendance  upon  at  least  eight  cases  of  labor, 
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and  also  a  cirtiHcate  uf  liaviiig  had  three  months'  i)ractice coni- 
poundinir  medicine  in  a  drug'  store  or  laboratory  of  an 
hospital,  or  of  having  attended  twenty  lectures  in  Practical 
Pharmacy  at  some  Medical  College  or  School,  recognized  by 
the  Univeisity  of  Manitoba. 

The  tickets  (except  the  General  Hospital  ticket)  for  exam- 
ination must  all  be  tor  attendance  subsequent  to  the  date 
when  the  candidate  presenting  them  should  have  gone  up  for 
his  Second  Year  Examination,  and  must  extend  over  two  full 
Winter  Sessions  of  eight  months  each. 

In  the  case  of  any  student  from  another  University  taking 
Ad  Euiidem  Statum  in  this  University,  it  shall  be  at  the 
o]ition  of  the  Board  of  Studies  to  admit  such  a  student,  even 
although  his  tickets  may  conflict  with  the  foregoing  regulations, 
but  no  student  from  another  University  can  be  admitted  to 
the  Fourth  Year  Examination  unless  he  has  attended  one  full 
eight  months'  Winter  Session,  taking  out  all  the  Fourth  Year 
tickets  of  a  Mtdical  Scliool  in  this  Province  affiliated  with 
this   University. 


When  a  student  is  a  graduate  in  Arts  of  anv  recoofnized 
University  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions,  he  ma}''  complete  his 
medical  course  in  three  Winter  Sessions  of  eight  months  each, 
and  shall  not  be  compelled  to  produce  a  ticket  for  Inorganic 
Chemistry,  or  to  pass  an  examination  in  Inorganic  Chemistry 
of  the  First  Year,  provided  he  .shall  satisfy  the  Hoard  of 
Studies  that  he  has  already  passed  on  such  subject  in  his 
course  in  Arts.  The  tickets  of  such  student  in  Medicine, 
Surger}',  Obstetrics  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  ChiMrcn, 
Medical  Jurisprudence,  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery, 
Pathology,  and  Sanitaiy  Science,  must  all  be  for  attendance 
subse<|Uent  to  the  end  of  his  first  full  Winter  Session  at  College. 
Honor  graduates  in  Natural  Science  shall  not  be  re([uired  to 
present  tickets,  or  pass  an  examination  in  Chcmistiy  or 
Practical  Ciiemistry. 

A  graduate  in  Arts  may  take  litiici-  his  second  year  and 
third  year,  oi-  his  third  year  and  fourth  year  examinatit>ns  at 
the  same  tinu;. 
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By  sufficiently  certified  tickets  referred  to  in  this  Statute, 
it  is  meant  that  each  ticket  shall  liave  entered  upon  it  the 
number  of  lectures  delivered  on  the  subject,  and  the  exact 
number  of  lectures  attended  by  the  student,  and  that  each 
ticket  shall  be  signed  by  the  professor,  and  farther  that  the 
student  presenting  the  ticket  shall  have  actually  attended 
three-fourths  of  the  whole  number  of  lectures  delivered  on  the 
subject.  Such  tickets  must  be  lodged  with  the  Registrar 
by  the  candidate,  at  least  five  days  before  the  beginning  of 
the  examination  for  which  he  intends  presenting  himself. 

Each  lecture  (unless  otherwise  stated)  shall  be  of  one 
hour's  duration,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  not  more  thnn  one 
lecture  on  each  .subject  shall  be  delivered  on  each  separate  day. 


In  the  case  of  candidates  for  license  to  practice  medicine, 
their  application  shall  be  referred  to  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  for  Manitoba,  and  on  that  body  giving  a  satis- 
factory certificate  as  to  the  education  and  practical  training 
of  such  candidates,  they  shall  be  admitted  to  the  regular 
examinations,  in  Materia  Medica  and  Thei'apeutics  of  the  Third 
Year,  and  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  Fourth  Year. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  who  desire  to  practice  the  Homoeo- 
pathic system,  special  Examiners  shall  be  appointed  in  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics. 


There  shall  be  one  paper  for  Pass  and  Honors  in  each  sub- 
ject, and  the  total  value  of  each  paper  shall  be  one  hundrel 
marks.  Fifty  per  cent,  of  the  inai'ks  in  each  subject  shall  be 
required  to  satisfy  the  Examinei.s. 

The  examinations  shall  hv  written,  but  it  shall  be  com- 
petent for  the  Board  of  Studies  to  instruct  Examiners  to  give 
an  oral  examination  to  any  student  who  may  have  come 
within  five  per  cent,  of  the  standard  i-equired  for  pa.ssing  in 
any  subject,  provided  he  has  made  fifty  per  cent,  on  the 
whole  examination.  If  the  Examiners  are  .satisfied  with  such 
oral  examination,  the  student  shall  be  granted  Pass  Standing 
on  such  subject. 
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To  obtain  Honors  in  each  suliject,  or  in  the  wliole  examina- 
tion, of  any  year,  a  candidate  must  obtain  75  per  cent,  of  the 
marks  given  in  each  subject,  or  of  the  total  marks  given  for 
the  examination  of  the  Yeai*. 

Supplemental  examinations  in  the  First.  Secoml,  Third  and 
Fourth  Years  in  Medicine  will  be  allowed  to  those  students 
who  fail  in  not  more  than  two  subjects,  providing  their 
average  on  the  wdiole  examination  reaches  hfty  per  cent,  of 
the  total  marks  given.  Supplemental  examinations  will  be 
allowed  only  at  the  time  of  the  regular  exannnations  in 
Medicine. 

The  Examiners  in  Medicine  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Council  on  the  nomination  of  the  Boaixl  of  Studies.  All 
Medical  Degrees  shall  be  conferred  by  the  Council  at  its  regular 
meetings  or  at  meetings  specially  called  for  that  purpose. 


MASTER  OF  SURGERY. 

The  ailditional  qualification  to  that  required  for  the  M.  U. 
degree  to  obtain  C.  M.,  shall  be  to  pass  an  examination  in 
Operative  Surgery  and  to  write  a  Thesis,  in  the  preset  ce  of 
the  Examiners,  on  some  a.ssigned  subject  in  Surgery. 

The  candidate  must  obtain  7.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  marks 
in  this  examination  in  order  to  secure  the  C.  M.  detjree. 
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Faculty  of  Law. 


The  following  are  the  requisites  for  admission  to  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law  : 

1.  Having  presented  documentary  evidence  to  the  Registrar 
that  the  applicant  is  a  Bachelor  of  Laws,  or  Bachelor  of  Civil 
Law,  of  some  recognized  University  in  Her  Majesty's 
Dominions  ;

2.  Having  passed  the  Entrance  Examination  hereinafter 
mentioned,  or  having  presented  documentary  evidence  to  the 
Registrar  that  the  applicant  has  passed  the  Primary  and  First 
Intermediate  Examinations  of  the  Law  Society  of   Manitoba; 

And 

(a)  Being  of  the  standing  of  three  years  from  the  time  of 
passing  the  Entrance  Examination, 

(b)  Having  passed  in  each  of  those  years  the  subjects  here- 
inafter laid  down  for  examination, 

(c)  Being  of  the  lull  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

Any  person  who  is  a  graduate  in  Arts  of  any  University 
in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions,  or  who  has  been  admitted  a 
Barrister  by  the  Law  Society  of  Manitoba,  may  enter  the 
Faculty  of  Law  at  the  Second  Year's  Examination.

The  University  of  Manitoba,  estalilished  by  the  Act  of  the 
Local  Legislature  in  1S77,  has  the  sole  power  of  conferring 
Degrees  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  with  the  exception  of 
Degrees  in  Divinity. 

The  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  the  University  have  been 
framed  upon  the  most  liberal  principles,  in  order  that  all 
classes  of  students  may  be  offered  the  greatest  possible  advan- 
tages for  obtaining  a  higher  education,  without  prejudice  to 
any  denoniinatif)nal  or  religious  views  which  they  may  hold.

The  Council,  or  governing  Body,  is  c<'mposed  of  seven 
representatives  from  each  of  the  affiliated  Colleges  in  Arts, 
seven  representatives  foom  the  Members  of  Convocation, 
three  representatives  from  the  College  <>f  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  .Manitolja.and  four  representatives  from  Manitoba 
Medical  College. 
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CONVOCATION. 

Convocation  consists  of  the  Chancellor,  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
the  Members  of  the  Council,  all  University  graduates  in 
Manitoba  registered  in  1877,  all  Graduates  of  the  University, 
and  Graduates  in  Theology  fron)  any  of  the  Colleges  affiliated 
with  the  University. 


MATRICULATION. 

A  student  shall  be  entitled  to  matriculate  who  has  passed 
the  Preliminary  or  Entrance  Examination  in  any  Faculty,  or 
who  j)roduces  a  certificate  from  the  Acting  Head  of  one  of  the 
affiliated  CoUeo-es  that  he  has  Ijeen  admitted  in  that  college 
as  a  student  for  the  University,  or  has  received  in  the  uni- 
versity a  standing  equivalent  to  that  given  by  the  Preliminary 
or  Entrance  Examination,  or  any  higher  than  these.  Only 
matriculated  students  will  be  admitted  to  any  examination 
higher  than  the  Preliminary  or  Entrance  Examination  in  any 
Faculty. 

Members  of  any  other  Universit}^  in  Her  Majesty's  Domin- 
ions who  may  apply  for  admission  to  this  University,  are  not 
required  to  take  the  Entrance  Examination  of  the  Faculty  to 
which  they  belong,  but  may  l)e  admitted  acZ  enndevi  statum 
and  ad  eitndem  (/radu/ni,  on  presentation  of  their  credentials, 
and  payment  of  the  required  fee. 


EXAMINATIONS. 

Candidates  to  any  examination  shall  be  subject  to  such 
rules  as  re^^^ards  the  p-ivinij  in  of  their  names,  lodging  certih- 
cates,  paying  fees  and  other  matters  connected  witii  the  Exam- 
ination, and  the  Examination  shall  begin  on  .such  a  day,  and 
be  continued  at  such  a  place,  on  such  days,  at  such  time,  by 
such  Examiners,  and  in  such  manner,  as  the  Council  may  by 
Ordinance,  where  there  is  no  provision  by  statute,  from  time 
to  time  appoint.

Examinations  for  Me<lical  Enti-ance  and  Supplemental 
Examinations  in  Arts  are  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  Oct(^ber 
in  each  year. 

Candidates  for  any  Examination  must,  at  least  twenty  days 
before  the  date  cf  the  Examination,  make  suitable  a})])lication 
to  the  Registrar,  from  whom  bhmk  forms  of  application 
may  be  obtained.  The  required  fee  must  accompany  the 
application. 

Sii'pple lite •> fill  Examinations  will  be  allowed  to  those 
students  who  fail  in  not  more  than  three  subjects,  providing 
their  average  on  the  whole  Examination  is  such  as  will  admit 
of  their  being  granted  Third  Class  Standing,  viz.:

SCHOLARSHIPS,  PRIZES,  ETC. 

In  order  to  provide  for  Scholarships  and  Prizes,  it  is 
enacted  as  follows: 

1.  The  Pa.s3  paper-;  set  for  the  Preliminary  Examination  of 
the  University  of  Manitoba,  shall  determine  the  prizes  for 
pupils  of  any  school  in  the  Province,  who  have  been  reading, 
in  arldition  to  the  ordinary  branches  of  Engli.sh  or  French 
education,  such  as  English,  French,  Arithmetic,  History  and 
Geography,  the  subjects  of  higher  education,  as  ('lassies  and 
Mathematics,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(..4)  Any  candidate  for  the.se  ])iizes  must  send  in  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  University  a  certificate  of  his  having  been  at 
a  public  or  private  school  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  prece<ling  .school  }  ear. 

(8)  There  shall  be  awarded  twenty-four  prizes,  to  be  dis- 
trilnited   as  follows: 

(<i)  Six  by  the  Latin  and  Grerk  papers;  (/>)  .six  by  the 
Mathematical  papers;  {<')  three  by  the  English.  French  and 
German  pa])ers  of  English  pupils;  '<!)  three  by  the  Frcncli, 
English  ami  German  papers  of  Fr<Mich  ]iupils  ;  {e)  two  by  the 
English,  Frriieh  and  Px.tany  paptis  of  English  pupils;  (/)  two 
V)y  th(,'  French,  English  and  Botany  paj)ers  of  French  pupils: 
(fj)  two  by  the  German  and  Botany  papers;  but  no  pupil  can 
take  more  than  one  ])riz<-  in  the  groups  (c),  ((/),  (e),  (f)  and  {</). 
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2.  Scholarships  shall  be  awarded  to  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity as  follows  : 

{a)  At  the  Pi'eliminary  Examination  two  scholarships  of 
eighty  dollars  each,  a  scholarship  of  sixty  dollars,  and  another 
of  fifty  dollars  shall  be  awai'ded  on  the  Latin  and  Mathema- 
tical papers  of  the  examination.  Two  more  difficult  papers 
— one  of  2  hours  on  the  Latin,  the  other  of  2  hours  on  the 
Mathematical  subjects — shall  be  taken  by  candidates  for  these 
scholarships. 

Two  scholarships  of  forty  dollars  and  thirty  dollars,  res- 
pectivel3^  shall  be  awarded  to  English-speaking  students  on 
the  papers  on  English,  Histoiy  and  Geography,  and  one 
scholarship  of  forty  dollars  to  French-s|)eaking  students  on 
French,  History  and  Geography. 

Two  prizes  of  twentj^-five  dollars  each  shall  be  given  in  (1) 
Greek,  (2)  French  and  German. 

The  successful  candidate  for  a  scholarship  or  prize  in 
this  Examination  nuist  pass  in  each  of  the  additional 
subjects  required  of  him  other  than  those  in  whicli  he  takes 
a  scholarship  or  prize  in  said  examination,  and  must  take  45 
per  cent  of  the  aggregate  marks  in  such  additional  subjects. 

(b)  At  the  Previous  Examination  three  scholarships  of 
ninety  dollars  each,  and  two  of  sixty  dollars  each,  shall  be 
awarded  on  the  Latin,  Mathematical,  and  Chemistry  papers 
of  the  examination. 

Three  more  <liflScult  papers  of  2  hours  each  on  the  Latin, 
on  the  Mathematics  and  on  the  Chemistry  shall  be  taken  by 
candidates  for  the  scholarshi|)s. 

Two  scholarships  of  sixty  dollars  and  forty  dollars,  re- 
spectively, shall  be  awarded  to  English-speaking  students  on 
the  papers  in  Englisli  and  History,  and  one  scholarship  of 
sixty  dollars,  to  French-speaking  students  on  French  and 
History.  A  scholarship  of  forty  dollars  shall  be  awarded  on 
the  Greek  papers  of  the  Previous  Examination  ;  and  a  scholar- 
ship of  forty  dollars  on  the  French  and  German  papers  of  the 
course  of  English  speaking  students  of  said  examination. 
The  successful  candidate  for  a  scholarship  in  the  Previous 
Examination  must  pass  in  each  of  the  additional  subjects  re- 
quired of  him  other  than  those  in  which  he  takes   a   scholar- 
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.ship  in  said  t-xaininiition,  and  must  take    40   per   cent   of  the 
aifcrivate  inai'ks  in  such  additional  suhjects. 

(c)  At  the  Junior  B.  A.  Examination  one  scholarship  ot" 
one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  one  of  eighty  dollars 
shall  he  awarded  on  the  papers  of  said  Examination  in  each 
of  the  following  courses:  (1)  Classics,  (2)  Mathematics,  (3) 
Xatuial  Science,  (4)  Mental  and  Moral  Science  (English),  (5) 
Mental  and  Moral  Science  (Latin),  (0)  Modern  Languages,  (7) 
General  B.A.  Course.  The  mode  of  payment  of  the  scholar- 
ships awarded  at  the  Junior  B.A.  Examinations  shall  be  as 
follows:  One  moiety  of  the  scholarship  .shall  be  paid  in  De- 
cend)er  of  the  Senior  B.A.  year,  and  the  .second  moiety  on  the 
tirst  Thursilay  of  June  of  the  Senior  B.A.  year;  but  this  sec- 
ond poition  shall  not  be  paid  unless  tlie  holder  of  the  Scholar- 
ship obtain  tirst-class  in  his  Final  Examination. 

((/)  Scholarships  shall  be  awarded  at  the  exannnation  of 
the  first,  second  and  third  years  of  the  course  for  M.  D.  in 
LS97  and  succeeding  years.  In  each  of  the  three  years  of  the 
course  there  shall  be  awarded  two  scholarships  of  eighty 
dollars  ami  tifty  dollars,  respectively.  The  mode  of  payment 
of  the  scholarsiiips  awarded  at  the  third  year  examination 
shall  be  as  follows  :  One  moiety  of  the  scholarship  shall  be 
paid  in  December  of  the  Final  Year,  and  the  second  moiety 
on  the  tir.st  Thursdav  of  June  of  the  Final  Year  ;  but  the 
latter  portion  shall  not  be  paid  unless  the  holder  of  the 
scholarship  olttain  first  class  in  his  final  exannnation. 

3.  On  certification  by  the  Chancellor  and  the  Registrar  or 
other  person  authorized  l)y  the  (Jouncil,  the  several  scholar- 
ships shall  be  paid  by  the  Bursar  of  the  Hniversity  to  the 
Bursar  or  Treasiirer  of  each  College,  in  moieties,  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  Decembei'  and  May,  except  in  ca.se 
specially  provided  for  in  clause  two,  sub-.sections  {r)  and  («/). 

4.  {(i)  In  the  case  of  undergraduates  the  University  re- 
quires before  ))ayment  of  the  first  moiety  of  the  scholarships 
a  certificate  from  the  Head  or  Acting  Head  of  the  College 
that  the  studi-nfs  attendance  has  been  .satisfactory  up  to  tlu' 
8th  day  of  December,  and  before  the  payment  of  the  .second 
moiety  a  similar  certificate  that  the  student's  attenthmce  has 
been  .satisfactory  from  January  up  to  the   beginning  of  May. 
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And  it  is  declared  that  the  attendance  at  the  Colleo-e  to  be  re- 
quired  of  a  student  shall  be  actual  attendance  for  the  full 
term  of  such  college,  except  in  so  far  as  non-attendance  for  a 
limited  period  by  any  particular  student,  may  be  excused  by 
the  colleo^e  authorities  on  the  ground  of  ill  health  or  other 
proper  reasons. 

(6)  Should  the  conditions  in  this  section  as  to  certification 
of  a  scholarship  not  be  fulfilled  during  the  two  years  imme- 
diately following  the  date  of  the  taking  of  the  scholarship, 
the  scholarship  shall  lapse. 

5.  A  student  shall  not  be  qualified  to  hold  a  scholarship 
unless  he  be  placed  in  the  first  class  in  the  aggregate  of  the 
subjects  for  which  the  scholarship  is  given,  and  unless  he  has 
passed  in  all  the  subjects  required. 

6.  The  values  stated  for  the  scholarships  are  the  maximum 
values  which  the  scholarships  shall  not  exceed.  If  the  funds 
do  not  allow  of  the  scholarships  being  of  such  maximum 
value,  then  they  shall  be  proportionally  of  such  value  as  the 
funds  will  allow. 

7.  No  student  shall  hold  more  than  one  scholarship.  If  a 
student  succeeds  in  gaining  more  than  one  scholarship  in  any 
year,  he  will  be  allowed  to  choose  which  one  he  will  take, 
and  his  name  will  be  entered  upon  the  list  as  having  gained  the 
other,  though  not  entitled  to  any  of  the  funds;  and  such  other 
scholarship  shall  be  granted  to  the  one  ranking  next  to  him.

The  Governor-Genei'al's  Bronze  Medal  shall  lie  awarded 
to  the  tirst,  in  order  of  merit,  at  the  l^evious  Examination  in 
the  sultjects  of  Classics,  Mathematics,  and  Chemistry,  com- 
puted together,  including  scholarsliip  papers,  ])r()vided  that 
the  successful  competitor  shall  also  have  taken  First  Class 
standing  in  the  full  work  of  the  year. 

B.  —  UNIVERSl'J  V    MEDALS. 

1.  A  Silver  Medal  shall  also  he  awarded  annually  to  the 
Student  obtaining  the  highest  First-Class  standing  in  each 
Cour.se  in  Arts  at  the  Senior  B.A.  Examination,  and  to  the 
Student  obtaining  the  highest  First-Class  standing  in  the  Final 
Examination  in  the  LL.B.  Course,  and  to  the  student  ol)tain- 
ing  the  highest  First-Class  standing  in  the  fourth  year 
examination  in  the  Course  in  Medicine. 

2.  A  Bronze  Medal  shall  also  be  awarded  annually  to  the 
Student  standing  second  in  order  of  merit  in  each  course  in 
Arts  at  the  Senior  B.  A.  Examination,  provided  his  standing 
als(j  be  First-Class,  and  to  the  Student  standing  second  in 
order  of  merit  in  the  Final  P]xamination  of  the  LL.B.  Course, 
pi'ovided  his  standing  be  Fiist-Class  and  to  the  .student  stand- 
second  in  order  of  merit  in  the  fourth  year  examination  in 
the  Cour.se  in  Medicine,  providing  his  standing  be  tirst-class. 

Students  will  note  that  the  Medal.s  in  Arts  are  now  given  npon  the 
results  of  the  Senior  H.  A.  Exaniiiiatioii  onl)-,  instead  of  ujion  the  results 
of  the  Junior  and  Senior  B.A.  Kxauiinalions  taken  together. 


TTNIVERSrn'  DRESS. 

Mo  student  shall  pre.sent  himself  at  any  I'niversity  Ex- 
amination, or  at  any  meeting  of  the  University  unless  he  be 
clothed  in  tin;  Academic  dre.ss  peculiar  to  his  College. 


DEGREKS. 

No  degree  will  be  conferred  in  nhsevtia  except  when  good 
reasons  for  absence  have  l^een  submilti'd  to,  and  approved  of 
by  the  Bonid  of  Studies,  or  the  Cnuncil. 
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DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  ARTS. 

Candidates  for  this  Degree  must  be  Bachelors  of  Arts  of  at 
least  three  years'  standing.  Their  attainments  and  moral 
character  must  be  satisfactory  to  the  University  Council. 


UNIVERSITY  HOODS. 

The  materials  and  colors  prescribed  by  the  Council  for  the 
Hoods  to  be  worn  by  Graduates  of  the  University  in  the 
various  Faculties,  are  as  follows  : 

B.A. — Black  stufi',  edged  with  white  rabbit-skin,  with  a  braid 
of  green  silk. 

M.A. — Black  corded  silk,  lined  with  scarlet  corded  silk. 

M.D. — Black  cashmere,  lined  with  purple  corded  silk. 

M  D.,  CM. — Black  cashmere,  lined  with  purple  corded  silk 
and  edged  with  violet  silk. 

LL.B. — Black  silk  .stuff,  lined  with  wliite  silk,  edged  with 
narrow  white  ral)bit  skin,  and  nai-row  green  silk  braid 
along  the  border. 

The  University  insists  on  all  hoods  being  made  after  the 
pattern  of  hoods  made  by  Harcourt  &  Co.,  Toronto.
